struwburries, the following mode of mnniiring 
them, ns practised bv a cultivator in^ Phila- 
delphia, and communicated to the " Friend's 
Review," published in that city by Friend 
Tatcm. The writer had a very productive 
bed, !IO by 40 feet. "I applied," cays';-ho, 
"about once per week, for three times, com- 
mencing when tho preen leaves first began to 
start, und 'made the lust application just be- 
fore tho plants were'in full bloom, thu follow- 
ing preparation: Nitrate of potash, (saltpetre,) 
gl.iuher salts", und sal soda,(curbonnlu-of soda,) 
each one pound ; nitrnta of iinimoninte, onu 
quarter pound; dissolving them in 30 gallons 
of river or rain witter. 
One-third of this was 


applied at n timu ; and when the weather was 
dry, I applied clear soft water between tlio 
times of using the preparation, as the growth 
of the young leaves is so rapid that, unless 
well supplied with water, tho sun will scorch 
ilium. I used a common watorinp'pot, mak- 
ing tho application townrds evening. Man- 
aged in this way, and the weeds kept out, 
there U never any necessity of diiiping over 
the bed, or fiutlitig it out new. lledn of .ton 
years aru not only UH »nml, but 'better than 
those two or three vuurs old."—Maine Far-

the Cossacks, of the Drobroji, by whom the 
electric shock is, transmitted lo Poland and 
Hungary, from an unhrokun chain, by which 
the spark is carried into the,heart of Europe, 
where all the combustible elements wait for 
the moment of explosion.;' Twenty-four years 
ago Turkey was believed to be in a decaying 
stair; it is now stronger than it bus been for 
the lust hundred years.
